TheSunday-schoollesson for March 17, 
is taken from the narrative which relates 
the story of Jesús and Zaccheus the Publi 
can recorded in Luke 19: 1-10. Those 
desiring to follovv the connection of these 
lessons should rea d, Ma tt. 20 : 1-34 ; Mark 
10: 28-52 ; Luke 18 : 31-43. The story of 
Zaccheus the Publican is recorded by 
Luke only. It is not the purpose of this 
department to give an exegesis of the text, 
but rathcr an application of the various 
truths tanght in tha lesson. 

LESSONS FROM ZACCHEUS. 

i, Zaccheus was (1) a publïnan-; (2) 
rich ; little of stature. These \vtre hin- 
drances to his coming to Jesús. There 
are always some things in the way of one 
who wants to find Jesús. We should nev- 
er be discouraged because of these hin- 
drances or dirhculties. An earnest seeker 
will always overcome them if he persists 
in doing what is right. Nothing could 
discouragé Zaccheus. He wanlaf to see 
Jesús, and he did see hi ni. So will all 
who seek him as earnestly as did Zacche- 
us. Have you sought Jesús? Have you 
found him? — Why not? Whose fault is 
it ? . Perhaps you have not sought him 
with your whole heart and in humbleness 
of soul. There is no case on record 
where any one has sought Jesús with sin- 
cerity of heart who did not find him. He 
is seeking you now. 

2, This was Zaccheus' only opportu- 
nity. Jesús never came that way again. 
If he had not seized thischance, he would 
never have found Jesús. Such opportuni- 
ties come to all of us— both to be saved 
and to do good. Think what Zaccheus 


would have missed had he failed to seize 
the opportunity which then and there pre- 
sented itself. An opportunity lost, may 
return again, but letting the opportunity 
go by without heeding it has caused you 
to lose infinitely greater ones which- would 
have come to you as a result of iising the 
present one. 

3. Zaccheus furnishes a good illustra- 
tion of a true conversion. Let us see 
what he did: (1.) He was obedient. 
He did just what Christ told him to do. 
So must we do if we would be rewarded. 
Obedience is one of the earliest evi- 
dences of a truly penitent soul. (2.) He 
obeyed promptly. "Made haste." He 
did nothesitate, or question as to whether 
he should obey at all or not. This 
is the only safe way to do. The time to 
accept God's word and obey is now. (3. ) 
He received Jesús joyfully. So will every 
one who is truly converted. (4.) He 
was eharitable. He was ready to give of 
his goods to the poor, even unto the half. 
His conversion had reached his pocket- 
book. This is the only kind of con- 
version that is recognized by the Lord 
Genuine conversion touches and trans- 
fortns the whole man. (5.) He mate 
restituthn. He was willing, not only to 
make right what he had done wrong, but 
do it fourfold. 

4. Not only did Zaccheus seek Jesús 
but Jesús was seeking him, and sougl t 
him first. He seeks the lostsinner in this 
world of darkness. He has sought you 
For this purpose Jesús came into the 
wor ld — to seek and save the lost.
